'T h e book is intended to be as the 
title page indicates 
“ A 
Brief 
and 
Practical Exposition of the 
Funda­ 
mental 
Principles 
of 
the 
Game 
of 
Billiards.'’ 
Its purpose is “ to enable the begin- 1 
ner to start right and the older play- j 
, cr to correst faults in his style of 
(play and both to improve and reach a 


j higher degree of proficiency. 
T o all who are at all familiar with 
the game of billiards it is plain that 
it is a difficult game to teach or e x ­ 
plain. 
T h e usual method 
so far as 
it has been attempted, 
is to illus­ 
trate single >h"ts by diagrams. 
T o 
profit by such illustrations it is neces­ 
sary to place the halls in exactly the 
position as shown by the 
diagram, 
not an easy matter, and after all the 
student merely learns how to make 
that shot. 
Let the relative position 
of the balls be changed and he must 
be in>tructed anew what to do. 
A nd 
since the balls iii actual play can and 
do assume positions which no book 
of instruction could 
hope to cover 
fully, the player who has only a book 
of diagrams to fall back upon is con­ 
tinually at sea.
